Official reports from tho Na- 
tional Red Cross Headquarters in 
Washington, D. C. disclose that 
more than 15000 Americans have 
given their blood for Britain—not 
on battlefields or In tho air, but 
for transfusions to eavo the lives 
of bombed civilians and wounded 
soldiers. 
The blood plasma has 
been termed medicine's latest wea- 
pon against violent death to Brit- 
alns and Ben Robertson, London 
newspaper 
correspondent, 
said 
lately that tho plasma has been! 
one of the "most valuable" Items 
that the British have received from 
America. This program for Brit- 
ain lasted from August 15, 1940 to 
January 15, 1911 and the blood 
donations to dale have resulted in 
approximately 7,000 liters of plas- 
ma-saline mixture for shipment. 


With Britain now able to handle 
her own blood plasma needs, the 
establishment of a blood plasma 
reservoir for 
ihe United States 
Army and Navy to serve In time of 
emergency for treatment of vic- 
tims of war and disaster has been 
announced. 
Tha war department 
released the call for blood donors 
Friday, May 23, and 
announced 
that tho Red Cross would enroll 
donors and direct the program in 
cooperation wit hthc medical srl- 
onces division of the National Re- 
search council.
